Traffic Congestion 


The Belfast Corporation is faced with a 
serious problem in the traffic congestion 
in the centfeé of the city. A special meet- 
ing of the Corporation is to be held at an 


early date to consider the whole question 


of the future of — oe transport and 
traffic problems generally 

It is the desire of a number of members 
of the City Council that the Corporation 
should formulate a definite policy on traffic 
matters which will be a guide to the Tram- 
way Committee in deciding the future 
equipment of the municipal transport 
undertakings. The congestion in the 
centre of Belfast is very acute, especially 
at certain hours of the day. Long lines of 
tramcars occupy the centre of the streets, 
and both sides are rows of motor cars, so 
that the normal flow of traffic is greatly 
impeded, and pedestrians find it almost 
impossible to cross the streets, except at 
a few points. The Corporation will have 
to come to an early decision in regard to 
the future of the tramcars. Are they to 
be replaced by electric trolley ’buses or 
petrol "buses? At present the Corporation 
wish to use the permanent way until t’ e 
existing rails are no longer serviceable, 
so that tramears will continue for about 
another eight years.

Wanderers around the bosky, and often 
highlg stone-wall-enclosed, lanes of Rath- 
farnham will have noticed two immense 
and peculiarly shaped towers which. rear 
themselves above the yard of a pleasant- 
looking house.

A Friendly Study 


His book is surprisingly friendly to the 
Soviet State. “ At the time of the Revolu- 
tion Sir Bernard wag an active opponent 
of the Bolsheviks, and was one of the 
strongest backers of the policy of Allied 
intervention on behalf of the Whites. 
This put him very definitely in' the black 
books of the Soviet rulers, with the result 
that, in spite of his persistent efforts over 
years to be permitted to return to Russia, 
he was unable to enter the country until 
recently. } 

In this rather short volume Sir Bernard 
gives us his impressions and reflections 
ipon the new Russia in the light of his 
expert knowledge of the old. He is frank, 
but, on the whole, he favours the new 
dispensation. Most of his time was spent 

Moscow, and to that extent his ex- 
perience. is not complete. But what he 
has to say is of some value, because it is 
aid on matters in which the author is 
an acknowledged expert. He praises the

A prison commissioner may 
affirm that the system under debate is per- 
fect, but the commissioner will have gained 
his experience from the right side of the 
bars. Furthermore, before any satis- 
factory vonclusion can be arrived at the 
disputants must decide the whole question 
of the proper punishment of crime. 


Stark Reading 


Mr. Macartney, in his long and com- 
pletely absorbing book, profiers many 
suggestions for the reform of the English 
prison system, and he seems to be as un- 
biassed as anybody could be who served 
a ten-year sentence. Obviously, he is an 
intelligent... well-read person, with no love 
at all for mere sensationalism. Never- 
theless, his power. to record the most 
minute detail with a relentless thoronch- 
ness has ensured that “ Walls Have 
Mouths ” in certain passages will provide 
a feast for the sensation-mongers. Mr, 
Macartney’s descriptions of floggings and 
executions make stark and disturbing 
reading. 


A Serious Purpose 


In actual fact, however, the book has 
an extremely serious purpose, and the 
author, and Mr. Compton Mackenzie 
would like to see it have immediate reper- 
cussions on the entire prison system of 
England. While he was in Parkhurst 
Mr. Macartney obtained many concessions 
for himself and his fellow prisoners, but 
they were concessions which were 
obtained only after long months of per- 
sistent and heart-breaking endeavour.

The Real Issues 


The recent speeches of the German Nazi 
leaders at Nuremberg have caused much 
uneasiness on the Continent of Europe. 
It is true that they were made in the 
first instance for internal consumption, in 
order, as it were, to keep the fighting 
spirit of the Nazi rank-and-file up to 


would be unwise to pay undue attention 
to the fire-eating utterances of Herren 
Hitler and Goebbels. The Nazi movement, 
in common with all movements of its kind, 
is based very largely on mass hysteria. Its 
continued success demands uninterrupted 
enthusiasm, and for that reason its leaders 
are expected to make frequent speeches 
which will convince the crowd that its 
interests are not being neglected. On the 
other hand, the men who make these wild 
speeches cannot complain if the outside 
world interprets them au pied de la lettre. 
There also are politicians in other 
countries who are only too eager to seize 
on an indiscreet phrase in order to make 
international mischief; and, now that 
every speech of importance is broadcast, 
even the strictest Press censorship cannot 
prevent foreign listeners from placing their 
own construction on what they hear. Herr 
Hitler’s outburst at Nuremberg provides a 
case in point. We do not believe for a 
moment that, when he referred to the 
Urals and the rich plains of the Ukraine, 
he meant his audience to understand that 
Germany had her eye on these territories. 
In his rather clumsy way he was trying 
to explain that the Germans were more 
efficient than the Russians, and that, if 
they had the economic opportunities of the 
Soviets, they would make a far better job 
of them. Unhappily, the Russians have 
not taken the trouble to investigate Herr 
Hitler’s real meaning. They have jumped 
to the conclusion that he has designs ‘on 
their territory, and seem to be delighted 
with the chance that he has given them to 
stir up anti-German feeling among their 
people. Marshal Voroshiloff, who is in 
charge of the Russian Army, has taken 


| up the gauntlet that was thrown down by 


Herr Hitler at Nuremberg. If Germany 
wants war, he declares, she can have it, 
and Russia will have no fear of the result. 
The Red Army is ready for a fight to- 
morrow ; in fact, one gathers that Marshal 
Voroshiloff rather would welcome such a 
calamity. 

So far as the outsider can judge, the 
fact is that Germany and Russia are 
thoroughly frightened of each other. As 
invariably happens in such cases, each 
asserts that the other is preparing an 
attack, and, consequently, that it must 
look to its ‘‘ defences.’’ The result is that 
a vicious circle of competitive armaments 
is set into motion, and sooner or later 
this circle involves half the world in a 
violent struggle. There is a vast gulf 
between the ileology of Marxist Russia 
and that cf Hitlerite Germany. The only 
thing that they have in common is the 
negation of all individual freedom ; other- 
wise they are as far apazt as the poles. 
Unfortunately, both Germans and 
Russians seem to think that they have a 
mission to destroy each other’s theories. 
At Nuremberg Herr Hitler denounced the 
Soviet ideology in vehement language ; 
every other day somebody in Moscow is 
equally regarding Fascism. 
Thus the ground is being prepared, 
wittingly or by accident, for another trial 
of strength between Teuton and Slav, and 
if the process is allowed to continue 
nothing will stop a war. At the moment 
the Germans and the Russians cannot get 
at each other. Poland lies athwart. the 
old lines of approach, and for the time 
being her attitude is indeterminate. There 
can be no doubt, howeyer, that prepara- 
tions are being made on both sides for an 
eventual conflict. 
secret of the fact that their colossal fight- 
ing forces have been—and are being— 
organised mainly in order to cope with a 
possible threat from Moscow, and both 
Herr Hitler and Dr. Goebbels took the 
opportunity at 


scurrilous

become a cock-pit, and all the Danubian 
States would be dragued im on one side 
or the other. 

There never was greater need for tact 
and forbearance in international relation- 
ships than there is to-day, The last war 
was fought, broadly, between imperialism 
and democracy. Although the issues were 
confused at first, they became clearer as 
the struggle developed, and the result 
was the collapse of the three—if one 
includes Turkey, of the four—States that 
based their power on ideals of force. The 
next war probably will decide whether 
Fascism or Communism will be. the 
decisive influence in world affairs for the 
next hundred years. Already a preliminary 
fight is being waged in Spain. The Spanish 
givil war began as a rebellion of military 
officers against a more or less democratic

It 
marks the passing—possibly for all time— 
of a civilisation that, for all its faults, 
gave beauty and culture to the world. 
Whether or not the rebels win in Spain, 
the Fascist and Communist Powers will be 
encouraged to try conclusions with one 
another, and the prospect raises the vital 
question of the attitude of the democratic 
nations. So far as the Great Powers are 
‘concerned, Britain, France and the United 
States are the remaining guardians of 
democracy. Is it not high time that these 
three great peoples should come together? 
None of them desires to fight against any- 
‘body. On the contrary, all their interests, 
jointly and severally, demand the con- 
tinued maintenance of world peace. We 
believe that these three nations could 
ensure the maintenance of peace, because 
in combination they’ would be irresistible, 
and, with their friends among the smaller 
Powers of the Continent—particularly in 
Scandinavia—they could present such a 
strong front to the mischief-makers that 
nobody would dare to look for trouble. 
In the long run some such understanding 
will become inevitable; for the war spirit 
is quickening throughout the peoples that 
have abandoned democracy. One of 
democracy’s greatest failings is its in- 
ability to come to rapid decisions ; but the 
time is at hand when further delay will be 
fatal. 
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Recruiting in Britain 

“Pull devil, pull baker!’’ On one side 
are the people who hold that war is a 
horror that must be avoided at any cost 
if the world is to survive at all; on the 
other are the people who lament the fact 
that defences are so weak, and that young 
men are no longer willing to join the 
Army. The struggle between the two 
opposing points of view would be more 
interesting to the casual observer if it 
were not for the fact that everybody can 
reconcile the one attitude with the other. 
The unhappy experience of 
thousand years has not affected the theory 
that the best way to secure peace is to 
prepare for war; and it is not for us to 
question a doctrine which has been 
adopted by the head of every modern 
civilised State. A careful study of the news- 
papers will reveal the fact that everybody 
wants peace, and that nobody can be sure 
of it until he has taken steps to counter 
the evil designs of his neighbours. The 
armaments of Germany, France, Great 
Britain, Russia, Italy, the United States 
and Japan are being increased merely in 
order to prevent war, and evefybody will 
be glad if this simple plan succeeds where 
the League of Nations has failed. 
Nevertheless, the man in the street 
may be excused if he does not grasp all 
the subtleties of this doctrine at once. In 
such countries as France, Germany and 
Italy he is spared the trouble ; for military 
service is a matter of compulsion. But, in 
nations where individual judgment still is 
allowed in these matters, his perplexity 
can be understood. Having emerged 
from a war to end war, he was 
given to believe that all . efforts 
in the future would be bent towards the 
construction of a new and entirely peace- 
ful Utopia, and he finds it a little hard 
to understand why the armament firms 
should again be working overtime, and 
why his Government should be pleading 
with him so persistently to join the Army

and see life. ‘‘ Recruiting for the new 
infantry section of the Supplementary 
Reserve,”’ says The Times, “has been 
worse than disappointing hitherto.’’ It 
appears that the Regular Army was 
17,000 men below strength last September, 
and that applications were invited. from 
any young men who would like to fill the 
gap. Up to the moment exactly 286 re- 
cruits have joined the ranks. Of course, 
the ‘situation is not quite so bad as it 
might appear to be at first sight (for the 
flow of recruits to the Territorial Army 
still is fairly good), but it certainly is 
discouraging. Can it be that the young 
men of Great Britain have misunderstood 
the theories of their rulers, and have de- 
cided that the best way to avoid a war 
would be to make sure that nobody joined 
an army?! If so, the situation should be 
made clear at once- Weak defences, as 
all statesmen are aware, are but an incite- 
ment to war, and every country will find 
that its hopes of peace will increase in 
direct proportion to the number of its 
armed men.

Threepenny Bits i 

People in the Free State will be | 
interested to learn that Great Britain 1s 
likely to follow the lead given by this 
country some years ago, when it set up 4 
coinage of its own. If the Mint officials 
can convince the Treasury that the reform 
is needed, the threepenny bit will vanish— 
or, rather, it will change its form: The 
tiny silver coin will be replaced by a coin | 
“of a yellowish hue,” which will be larger 
than a sixpence but smaller than a 
shilling. Only the most obstinately 
conservative people, we think, would 
protest against such a change. There 
seems to be little reason why the three- 
penny bit should exist at all as a separate 
coin; and almost its only advantage is 
that it can be used in “‘ silver collections 
by thrifty members of the congregation. 
Its drawbacks are far more numerous ; for 
the size of the threepenny bit has made it 
one of the most inconvenient and irritating 
coins in the world. Farthings, no doubt, 
are just as bad; but only the milliners 

and bakers inflict them on the public, and, 
when a farthing is lost, it can be lost with 

an easy conscience, even in Aberdeen. The 

threepenny bit, on the other hand, 

represents a sum of money large enough 
to prevent it from being thrown away, and 

it has a talent for disappearance which 

makes it unpopular wherever it goes. 

Nobody likes to have a threepenny bit in 

his change, because he knows that, sooner 

or later, the wretched coin will have 

vanished, leaving him the poorer by 

threepence. The Mint, in fact, is acting 
in a rather philanthropic way by suggest- 

ing the reform ; for it makes a substantial 

profit owing to the disappearance of 

£60,000 worth of threepenny bits every 

year from the pockets of their victims. 

The Free State solved the problem with 
nickel coins which are not small enough to 
be lost easily, and a similar change should 
be very welcome to the Englishman,

Party Representatives 


The Labour Party Conference is repre- 
sentative of all sections of the movement, 
but the trade unions are in a majority as 
regards voting power. The elegates, 
numbering between six hundred and fifty 
and seven hundred, are sent by the unions, 
local Labour Bodies, Societies, Federa- 
tions, and the Co-operative Society. Every 
type of worker will be present, while 
Labour Peers, members of the House of 
Commons, and approved Parliamentary 
candidates can be present as ez-officto 
members, but only if they are appointed 
to represent a body are they entitled to 
vote, though they may speak in any event.

TOLEDO POPULATION 
EVACUATED 
From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
MADRID, Friday. 


Suddenly the 17-foot stone walls and 
thick towers of the Alcazar fortress, 
dominating Toledo, were flung into pieces 
this morning. 

At the command of Madrid the Govern- . 
ment forces had exploded the mines 
beneath this historic hill-top citadel, at 
which they had been working for many 
days. So ended a siege of 61 days, which 
will rank almost with Ladysmith and 
Mafeking. 

The immense buildings were almost 
destroyed. It is not yet known how many 
of the 1,800 men, women and children 
gathered in the cellars have survived the 
blast. 

For days Government engineers and 
skilled miners, brought specially for the 
job, had been tunnelling towards the 
doomed building. The tap-tap of their 
picks could be heard by the beleaguered 
garrison. In the last day or two quantities 
of dynamite had been “placed in position, 
and these were exploded with terrible 
results. | 

In readiness for the firing of the mine, 
the whule civil population of Toledo had 
been evacuated durmg the night, and 
encamped a mile and a half from the city. 
From this spot they witnessed the 
explosion.

Travelling by 
night his vessel did not even carry naviga- 
tion lights in order to avoid insurgent 
armed patrols. They put into Zumaya in 
pitch darkness with a heavy sea running. 
A brief command came from the shore 
that no one was allowed to land at night 
at the headquarters of Colonel Ortegas, 
the former Governor of San Sebastian. 

The ship, therefore, went on to Bermeo, 
where the journalist went ashore and 
covered the last 18 miles of the journey 
to Bilbao by car. 

Forty-five thousand fighting men are 
ready to defend Bilbao. They are well 
armed and have sufficient ammunition. 
Forty thousand refugees from Irun and 
San Sebastian are being lodged in private 
houses. They are supplied with food 
tickets and served with meals in big hotels, 
which have been turned into refectories. 


4,000 HOSTAGES 


Three cargo boats have arrived in Bilbav 
with 2,000 hostages from San Sebastian, 
60 of them being women, The total 
number of hostages is now 4,000.

HE All-Ireland Delegate Conference of 
the Amalgamated Transport and 
| General Workers’ Union, which was held 
'in Dublin yesterday and on Thursday,

“The General Secretary (Mr. Ernest 
Bevin) then made a statement setting 
forth the reasons which led the Executive 
Council to do in the case of Spain what 
they had previously done in the case of 
Austria, Germany ani Italy, when their

The Times, im a leading article to-day, 
says:—A leading article in this journal 
on March 25 of last year suggested that 
the really great transformations of human 
society are the silent revolutions. The 
lesson is teinforced by the World Power 
Conference, which has just ended its 
session in Washington. No one can doubt 
the magnitude of the forces “released” by” 
the French and Russian revolutions, or 
even of those less explosive upheavals by 
which the totalitarian régimes have been 
established in Italy and Germany. The 
French revolution, as M. Blum reminded 
Europe on Thursday, has affected the 
whole course of subsequent history, and 
the waters which are now being poured to 
the stream from MEussia,~ Italy and 
Germany will colour it for many decades. 
Yet the historian may well be pardoned 
if he sees more powerful forces in the 
background. Great as was the influence 
of the French revolution, the influence of 
a single British inventor—James Watt— 
was greater. ‘The modern world is far 
more a creation of the steam engine than 
of the arms that carried the day at Valmy. 
Watt's discovery annihilated distance, 
turned days to hours and hours to minutes, 
multiplied production and vastly increased 
wealth,’ But it needed hó armies for iatt 
propagation. It was its own missionary. 
It was the instrument of Ome of those 
silent revolutions which are unnoticed } 
until fully achieved. They are seldom 
debated in Parliament, ho blood is spilt 
in the streets on their behalf; but, for good 
or ill, they transform life beyond recogni- 
tion. 

Since time does not run back, The Times 
proceeds, both oil and coal will be ex- 
hausted at some date in the world’s future. 
We may be sure that man’s inventiveness, 
which has never failed him yet, will meet 
the need.
